board upholds Colley conviction 


20-year 
sentence 
approved 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Army 
Court of Military Review today upheld 
the murder conviction of Ll, William L. 
Galley Jr. in the My Lai m assacre and 
approved the sentence of 20 years at 
hard labor. 
The Army announced that the review 
court found that Galley “ personally 
participated in, and ordered subor­ 
dinates to participate in, the m ass 
sum m ary execu tion of unarm ed, 
unresisting men, women and children 
in the hamlet of My Lai, Republic of 
Vietnam, on March 16, 1968." 
Galley originally was sentenced to 
prison for life after conviction by a 
court-martial at Ft. Benning, Ga., on 
charges of prem editated murder of 
"not less than 22 Vietnam ese" and of 
assault with intent to murder a Viet­ 
nam ese child. 
On Aug. 20, 1971, the com m ander of 
the 3d Army reduced the sentence to 20 
years. 
Galley is confined to his quarters at 
Ft. Benning pending the outcom e of his 
appeal. 
The Army said he m ay now ask the 
U.S. Court of Military Appeals for a 
further review of his case. 
President Nixon has said that he 
ultim ately will review the Calley case 
in his role as com m ander-in-chief of the 
armed forces. 
The three-judge Court of Military 
Review 
listened 
to 
argum ents 
by 
C alley’s lawyers last D ecem ber as the 
lawyers sought to reverse his con­ 
viction or reduce the sentence further. 
In its announcement, the Army said 
the Court of Military Review rejected 
( alley’s defenses “ that he did not in­ 
tend to com m it murder and that he was 
only obeying orders.” 
The court also turned down a number 
of other technical claim s, including one 
that he w as not subject to m ilitary ju­ 
risdiction, and that the court-martial 
w hich tried him w as im properly 
constituted, unlawfully controlled by 
m ilitary superiors, and was influenced 
by pre-trial publicity.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 
administration has devised a detailed 
plan that calls for dismantling the 
Office of Econom ic Opportunity before 
Congress can com e to its rescue. 
The e la b o r a te str a te g y , listin g 
argum ents the adm inistration should 
use to support its case, the people in 
Congress it should work with and the 
obstacles it can expect to face, urges 
“com pleting the disagreeable business 
as soon as possible.” 
“The m ore delay, the more op­ 
portunity for congressional opposition 
to gather and develop a legislative 
counter-strategy,” 
says the 
paper, 
which w as prepared by the OEO’s 
technical staff. A copy has been m ade 
available to The Associated Press. 
Entitled “Congressional Strategy on 
OEO,” the paper advises against a 
clash over constitutional powers with 
Congress, which last year extended the 
OEO and its m any program s through 
fiscal 1974. 
President Nixon’s budget for fiscal 
1974 calls for ending federal support for 
Community Action—the m ain OEO- 
sponsored antipoverty program —and

local officials and citizens who are ac­ 
custom ed to existing patterns seem to 
com prise the most difficult barrier to

adoption 
of

solutions

growing public service problem s. 
“ In short, those whose political and 
personal relationships help them cut 
through 
bureaucratic 
puzzles 
don’t 
want changes. 
“ Any sim p lifica tio n of the bu­ 
reaucratic puzzle might lessen their 
power.” 
The m agazine article review s the 
work of the Ohio Com mission on Local 
Government Services, which m eets 
today in Columbus to hear the results of 
a state-wide survey of attitudes and 
p ercep tion s tow ard a ll le v e ls of 
government by Ohioans. 
Dr. Philip Burgess, director of the 
Behavioral 
Sciences 
Laboratory 
of 
Ohio State U niversity, conducted a 
1,500 sam ple survey last October and 
Novem ber. He com pleted com puter 
runs and analysis of results earlier this 
week 
G illigan’s article gave som e insight 
into the problems encountered by the 
com m ission in the IO months it has 
operated. 
Last April, Gilligan appointed 48 
m ayors, le g isla to r s, cou n ty co m ­ 
m issio n ers, tow nship tr u ste e s and 
private citizens "to find out what’s 
wrong with local services and the 
system s that deliver them. Then invent 
solutions to the problem s.” 
Since then, the governor says, “They 
broke into four com m ittees and began 
to dig.” He added they have learned 
“ that modernizing the structures that 
finance and deliver citizen services 
through regions, counties, cities and 
townships would not be e a sy .” 
G illigan 
said ,

required to change legal, fiscal, or 
adm inistrative arrangem ents to im ­

delivery are com plex and extrem ely 
difficult.” 
He said there are m ore than 3,200 
local units, consisting of townships, 
m unicipalities, villages, townships and 
school districts. 
Before creating the com m ission, the 
governor said a prelim inary analysis 
pointed up “several likely, underlying 
causes for inadequate public services.” 
He listed the causes as overlap in 
authority, “the longstanding chaotic 
pattern of state adm inistrative service 
a r e a s ,’’ varyin g population sizes 
serv ed by sim ila r functions and 
widespread fiscal disparities among

estim ates the bungle cost the state 
about $4 million in the first year of the 
income levy’s existence. Drafters of 


the pending bill traced the m istake 
back to the fourth conference com ­ 
mittee which w'rote the final incom e 
tax bill in Decem ber, 1971. 
State lawm akers headed home for 
the weekend in snowy weather Thur­ 
sday after a partisan House fight rang 
with “ pork barrel" charges on Gov. 
John Gilligan’s $92.2 million federal 
revenue sharing bill. 
The bill finally passed 53-34 on a 
party line vote with a few exceptions. 
Rep. Robert E. Netzley, R-81 Laura, 
joined 
prevailing 
D em ocrats 
after 
being assured the bill contains funds 
for a vocational educational school in 
his district. 
Four Dem ocrats left their ranks to 
vote “ no,” all Daytonians protesting

The bill ap p rop riates the first 


allocation of federal revenue sharing 
funds covering the period from Jan. I, 
1972 to July 1,1973. The biggest chunk—

equipment. 
Most of the remainder, if the Senate 
approves, would pay for a wide range 
of capital im provem ents ranging from

Republicans who sought to rearrange 
the spending priorities labelled the bill 
a Dem ocratic “ pork barrel", designed 
to entrench that party’s incum bents by 
pouring bricks and mortar into their 
home districts. 


O hio abortions difficult despite court

David Young, a Columbus 
attorney who represents anti-abortion 
interests, said, “ R ath er.. we will work 
with separate lawsuits and legislative 
reform .”

Under the principles. Congress would 
fix a spending ceiling each year early 
in the session and would establish 
procedures to guarantee the ceiling is 
kept. 
But veteran members of Congress 
and staff experts in the field all do not 
share Ullman’s optimism. 
They say problems will come in 
trying to fill in the details of how the 
general principles will be carried out. 
The key problem, they emphasize, is 
that there are two budgets and it is 
almost impossible to get them to mesh. 
Each January, the president submits 
a spending budget for the year starting 
the next July I. But Coni rtss holds 
hearings on the seconu bu get, which 
sets out how the president wants the 
money spent. 
Much of the spending in any year is 
from appropriations made by past 
Congresses. Conversely, much of what 
Congress approves in a particular year 
will not be spent until later years.

Senate probe set in motion 


The Senate, 
like 
the 
general 
public, has shown that it badly 
wishes to know more about the 
Watergate episode. People want to 
get to the bottom of this case of 
political espionage, and are con­ 
vinced that there is much more to it 
than has yet been revealed. 
Perhaps it would be naive to 
suggest that the 70 to 0 vote to un­ 
dertake an investigation indicates a 
universal desire among senators for 
full disclosure of who did what (and 
who ordered it done, and who was 
aware of 
it). 
A 
few 
random 
Republicans may privately en­ 
tertain a yen to spare their part y this 
embarrassment. On reflection, 
however, the first paragraph above 


strikes us as a fair statement of the 
nation’s mood. 
There ought to be widespread 
gratification, therefore, at the 
Senate’s move to tackle the matter 
on its own now that the criminal trial 
is over. Though we share this 
feeling, we do regret that the inquiry 
will not go somewhat more broadly 
into the question of 
political 
espionage. 
Some arguments can be made for 
the wisdom of keeping the focus 
narrow; that is, attempting to deal 
only with Watergate and its im­ 
mediate ramifications. Apparently 
these arguments helped to sway the 
Senate. We concur in this to some 
extent. To include a probe of alleged 


Democratic wiretapping at the 1964 
and 1968 GGP conventions, as was 
proposed, would be wandering 
rather far afield The issue concerns 
evident 
high-level 
administration 
involvement in such shenanigans 
during the 1972 campaign, an issue 
which should be kept as clearcut as 
possible. 
It is a disappointment, though, 
that the Senate apparently will not 
seize the chance to probe not only 
Watergate but whatever other in­ 
stances of political espionage last 
year can be brought to light. Both 
parties have a stake, aside from 
their immediate preoccupations, in 
exposing and then blowing the 
whistle on such activities. 
WASHINTON CALLING . . . 
Marquis Childs 
Contenders for New York’s No. I job 


NEW YORK — Why anyone would 
want to take on the horrendous job of 
Mayor of New York is an unfathomable 
political mystery’. Yet as the present 
mayor. John V. Lindsay, said the other 
day. if you want to know who is running 
just go through 
the 
Manhattan 
telephone directory. 
At least a dozen potential candidates, 
most of them Democrats, have sent up 
trial balloons. The job pays $50,000 a 
year with some perquisites, such as 
Gracie 
Mansion, 
a 
handsome 
residence, a chauffeur - driven 
limousine and bodyguards and others 
paid to stand and wait. 
But the mayor is constantly beset by 
the threat of breakdown, the explosion 
of 
graft 
and 
corruption 
and 
in­ 
numerable other ills. 


TUE EXPECTATIO N is that Lind 
say will run for a third term this fall. 
He may opt out of the Democratic 
primary and run on the Liberal party 
line, thereby circumventing a bruising 
primary fight . That is how Lindsay won 
a second term four years ago. 
Having turned Democrat this time. 
Lindsay will face the implacable op­ 
position of Gov. Nelson Rockefeller. 
Rockefeller will swing his backing and 
his wealth to the Republican nominee. 
The 
conviction 
here 
is 
that 
Rockefeller will run for a fourth term 
for governor in 1974 when he will be 66 
years old. Then two years later he will 
once again make a 
try 
for 
the 
presidency, or such is the belief of 
those who consider the virus of am­ 
bition for the highest office iq the land 
incurable orite it has entered the 
bloodstream. 
Since 1960 Rockefeller has been 
jousting unsuccessfully with Richard 
Nixon for the Republican presidential 
nomination. 


FROM the Lindsay camp a trial 
balloon went up recently, intimating 
that 
the 
mayor 
might 
oppose 
Rockefeller for governor in ’74. But 
Lindsay is a realist. He believes the 
governor is capable of spending $15 
million out of his own wealth to get re­ 
elected. To match that kind of money is 
all but impossible. That shame of big 
political spending shows up in the city 
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where a minimal budget 
for the 
mayoralty race is $3 million. 
Lindsay can show that he has made 
some progress in cleaning up the city. 
An able young lieutenant, William 
Bardel, is director of the Office of 
Midtown Development. One objective 
is to shut down the massage parlors 
which are really houses of prostitution 
and the porno industry that afflicts the 
whole Times Square area. 
Bardel says he has closed down 
perhaps a 
third of the 
massage 
operators and a number of the peep 
shows. At times it is like unraveling a 
detective mystery. On property owned 
by Rockefeller interests and Time 
magazine several massage parlors 
were operating. 
Property managers informed of this 
were dismayed, since with release 
several layers down they had been 
unaware of the nature of the tenants. 


A NEW 2,000-room hotel will Shortly 
be announced for midtown, according 
to Bardel. It will be distinguished in 
design, with every facility under one 
roof. And a $150 million convention- 
exhibition center in what was once 
known as Hell’s Kitchen is to be 
completed in 1976. 
The plague afflicting not only New 


York but the nation is the exploitation 
of the crudest kind of sex. A sheer 
porno film, ‘‘Deep Throat,” has been 
playing to capacity audiences at $5 a 
throw. Made on a budget said to have 
been $35,000, it has already grossed 
close to $4 million. 


The most sinister development is the 
reported move by the Mafia to take 
over the porno industry. The profits are 
quick and 
increasingly large and 
neither the police nor the courts seem 
to be able to put up any effective 
barrier to the exploitation of por­ 
nography. 


If "Deep Throat,” which is big- 
screen sex produced in a slightly more 
sophisticated fashion, is any criterion 
the profit margin is a thousand per cent 
or more. That is tempting bait for the 
Mafia, only recently exposed here with 
wholesale 
indictments 
returned 
against some of the allegedly biggest 
operators. 


There is nothing unique about New 
York. It just happens to be bigger and 
more conspicuous than any other city 
suffering from the same ills. And the 
management, the governance, of New 
York happens also to be more difficult 
and more costly than that of any other 
metropolis.

Postal relief measure 


The concept of cheap mail service 
as an important means of fostering 
widespread dissemination of ideas is 
as sound now as it was when it was 
first put into practice. The beneficial 
effects of this policy are endangered 
by postal rate 
increases which 
threaten to weaken or even kill off 
many newspapers and periodicals. 
The plight of such publications 
demands a legislative remedy. 
A remedy is brewing in Congress. 
A bill just introduced in the Senate 
appears soundly designed to soften 
the blow without seriously ham­ 
pering the U. S. Postal Service’s 
efforts to make the mails self- 
sustaining as Congress intends. 
Under this proposal, publications 
would be allowed to spread postal 
cost increases over IO years instead 
of five as originally intended. A 
postal rate at least one-third lower 
than the normally applicable rate is 
authorized for newspapers and 
periodicals ranging up to 250,000 in 
circulation. To compensate the U. S. 
Postal Service for revenue losses 
resulting from this lower rate and 
from extension of the transition 
period, 
the 
bill 
provides 
for 
automatic reimbursement out of 
public funds. 
The broadly bipartisan nature of 
this measure is symbolized by the 
fact that Sen. Barry Coldwater of 
Arizona and Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts have 
joined in 
introducing it. 
The 
rationale of the bill is cogently 
summed up in the following excerpt 
from a statement by Coldwater at 
the time it was introduced: "I

MADISON, Wis. (AF) — “ When a 
woman m arries, she doesn’t have to 
become a “Mrs. Him,” said a happily 
married Madison woman who legally 
resumed use of her maiden name. 
Stephanie Twin was Mrs. Richard 
Smuckler for three years before she 
appealed to Dane County Circuit Judge 
Norris Maloney to restore her original 
name. She had the full support of her 
husband. 
She now uses the title “ Ms.” because 
she feels that women should not be 
labeled by their m arried status. “ Ms.” 
denotes only that the bearer is female. 
“If people have to use a title, that’s it,” 
she said. “But I'm 
not hung up on 
titles. I d rather be called Stevie.” 
With assistance from University of 
Wisconsin law student Linda Roberson 
and lawyer Alan Koritzinsky, Ms. Twin 
obtained the legal name change and at 
the same time learned of two Wisconsin 
state attorney general rulings of 1902 
and 1931 which specify that a person 
can use any name as long as there is no 
attempt to defraud. 
Judge Maloney ordered the change 
because he said he had never heard of 
any law requiring a m arried woman to 
take her husband’s name. 
Richard Smuckler not only agreed 
with his w ife’s determ ination to 
resume use of her maiden name, but he 
had encouraged her to make the 
change a year ago. 
“My husband wanted this— he didn’t 
like making me become a little Mrs. 
Richard Smuckler,” she said, “and 
he’s happy to have his name back too. 
“On principle. I’m personally op­ 
posed to having a Mrs.’ attached to my 
name, just as a woman might be op­ 
posed to a ‘M r.’ being attached to 
hers,” Smuckler said. 
“ My husband and I have the same 
goals in life,” Ms. Twin said. “We 
share life together as two human 
beings — not as homemaker and 
breadwinner.” 
The couple agreed that the custom of 
a woman assuming her husband’s 
name was a remnant of a bygone era 
when a wife was viewed as part of a 
man s property. 
“Your name is symbolic of your own 
identity,” 
Smuckler 
said. 
“ People 
want 
their 
personal 
identity. 
Its 
something that both men and women 
are going to have to think about. We’re 
happy with the way we’re living our 
life. We’re just acting out what we 
believe in.” 


Both are American history graduate 
students 
at 
the 
U niversity 
of 
Wisconsin. Smuckler is working on his 
doctorate and his wife is completing 
her m aster’s degree. 


The university refused to change the 
policy on the use of m arried women’s 
names on school records until it was 
threatened recently with a class action 
law suit, Ms. Twin said. A m arried 
woman student asked the university to 
change its records from her married 
name to her maiden name. Her request 
was initially denied. The change was 


made after a lawyer said he would file 
a lawsuit. 
Her name change is a legal and 
social symbol of her values and con­ 
victions, Ms. Twin said. For most 
married women, she s a id , barriers to 
resuming use of their maiden names 
are psychological rather than legal. 
“It’s not the ordinary thing to do, but 
I’d encourage other women to do it 
You are known by your name for 20 
years and it means something, 
she 
said. 
Although she was apprehensive 
about reaction to her name change, Ms. 
Twin said that many people were 
sympathetic. “ I was kind of afraid to 
tell people at first. I thought most 
people would feel I was silly.” 
When she is asked why she switched 
back to her maiden name, she answers 
with a question, “ Why change your 
name in the first place0” 
Some people try to stereotype her as 
a women activist, she said. “ I’m in the 
movement,” she said. “ I ve marched. 
I’m not masculine or ugly. But, people 
like stereotypes, lf you don’t fit the 
stereotype they write you off,” she 
said. 
The couple has decided to hyphenate 
the last name of their children, Twin- 
Smuckler. “When they come of age 
they can choose either or neither, 
Ms. Twin said. 
She is specializing in w om en’s 
history and will begin work for a 
doctorate in the subject at Rutgers 
University. Her husband will complete 
his doctoral dissertation there. 
“ Most of history is m en’s history — 
politics and w ars,” Ms. Twin said. 
“I'm asking, Where were the women0 
What did they think?’ ” 
Her research has not been com­ 
plicated by a lack of information about 
historical women, 
she said. 
“The 
material is there. The problem is that 
no one asks the questions.”

1. One heart. It is tempting to bid two 
notrum p 
(forcing), but this would 
violate a cardinal principle, nam ely, 
that the first step in constructive 
bidding is to explore the possibility of a 
m ajor suit fit. 
It is certainly possible for partner to 
have four hearts and find 
it in­ 
convenient to bid them over two 
notrump, and you might never locate 
the heart fit. Responding with a heart 
does not preclude the possibility of 
winding up in notrum p, but responding 
with two notrum p may forever lose the 
chance of finding a 4-4 heart fit. 
2. One spade. To respond one spade, 
instead of two, may seem a huge un­ 
derbid, but that is the right response 
opposite a club bid by partner. Had 
partner opened with a diamond instead 
of a club, a jump-shift to two spades 
would be entirely in order. The hand is 
worth m uch m ore, for both gam e and 
slam purposes, when partner bids a 
diamond. 


3. Three notrum p. This shows 16 or 17 
points, notrum p distribution (nearly 
always 4-3-3-3), and strength in the 
three unbid suits. Three notrum p is by 
no m eans a signoff bid; on the con­ 
trary, it suggests a slam if partner has 
significantly m ore than a minimum 
opening bid. 


4. Two spades. With a self-sufficient 
suit and a fit in partner’s clubs, it is 
best to alert partner at once to the 
possibility of a slam by jump-shifting 
to two spades —■ even though there are 
only 15 high-card points. Over an 
opening heart bid you would respond 
only one spade, following the general 
principle of discounting your values 
when a misfit exists and adding to your 
values when a fit is known to exist. 


5. One heart. You have the right 
values for a raise to two clubs — 
showing 6 to 9 points and at least four 
clubs — but it is nevertheless best to 
inaugurate the search for a m ajor suit 
fit. 
You bid hearts, rather than spades, 
in order to achieve the m axim um 
chance of finding a 4-4 m ajor fit. If you 
were to respond one spade, you might 
never find the heart fit if it existed. By 
naming hearts first, you leave room for 
partner to locate either m ajor suit fit in 
the one level.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Army 
Court of M ilitary Review today upheld 
the m urder conviction of Ll. William L. 
Calley Jr. in the My Lai m assacre and 
approved the sentence of 20 years a t 
hard labor. 
The Army announced that the review 
court found that Calley “ personally 
participated in, and ordered subor­ 
dinates to participate in, the m ass 
su m m ary execution of u n arm e d , 
unresisting men, women and children 
in the ham let of My Lai, Republic of 
Vietnam, on M arch 16, 1968.” 
Calley originally was sentenced to 
prison for life after conviction by a 
court-m artial at Ft. Benning, Ga., on 
charges of prem editated m urder of 
“ not less than 22 V ietnam ese” and of 
assault with intent to m urder a Viet­ 
nam ese child. 
On Aug. 20, 1971, the com m ander of 
the 3d Army reduced the sentence to 20 
years. 
Calley is confined to his quarters at 
Ft. Benning pending the outcom e of his 
appeal. 
The Army said he m ay now ask the 
U.S. Court of M ilitary Appeals for a 
further review of his case. 
President Nixon has said that he 
ultim ately will review the Calley case 
in his role as com m ander-in-chief of the 
arm ed forces. 
The three-judge Court of M ilitary 
Review 
listened 
to 
argum ents 
by 
Calley’s law yers last D ecem ber as the 
law yers sought to reverse his con­ 
viction or reduce the sentence further. 
In its announcem ent, the Army said 
the Court of M ilitary Review rejected 
Calley’s defenses “ that he did not in­ 
tend to com m it m urder and that he was 
only obeying orders.” 
The court also turned down a num ber 
of other technical claim s, including one 
that he was not subject to m ilitary ju­ 
risdiction, and that the court-m artial 
w hich trie d him w as im p ro p erly 
constituted, unlawfully controlled by 
m ilitary superiors, and was influenced 
by pre-trial publicity.

Gilligan sees 
'local level’ 
foot-dragging 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gov. John 
G illigan ac cu ses en tre n ch ed local 
officials and citizens of being the 
biggest roadblocks to better public 
services in Ohio. 
His attack on local establishm ents 
cam e in the February issue of the 
m agazine “N ation’s Cities” in an a r­ 
ticle he authored called “ Ohio Tackles 
Its G overnm ental T angle.” 
“ Aside 
from 
party 
differences,” 
wrote Gilligan, “ the vested interests of 
local officials and citizens who are ac­ 
custom ed to existing patterns seem to 
com prise the m ost difficult b arrier to 
the adoption 
of new 
solutions 
to 
growing public service problem s. 
“ In short, those whose political and 
personal relationships help them cut 
through bureaucratic puzzles don’t 
want changes. 
“ Any sim p lific a tio n of th e bu­ 
reaucratic puzzle m ight lessen their 
pow er.” 
The m agazine article review s the 
work of the Ohio Commission on Local 
Governm ent Services, which m eets 
today in Columbus to hear the results of 
a state-w ide survey of attitudes and 
p ercep tio n s to w ard a ll le v e ls of 
governm ent by Ohioans. 
Dr. Philip B urgess, director of the 
Behavioral 
Sciences L aboratory of 
Ohio State U niversity, conducted a 
1,500 sam ple survey last October and 
November. He completed computer 
runs and analysis of results earlier this 
week. 
Gilligan’s article gave som e insight 
into the problem s encountered by the 
commission in the IO m onths it has 
operated. 
Last April, Gilligan appointed 48 
m ay o rs, le g isla to rs, co u n ty co m ­ 
m issio n ers, tow nship tru s te e s and 
private citizens “ to find out w hat’s 
wrong with local services and the 
system s that deliver them. Then invent 
solutions to the problem s.” 
Since then, the governor says, “They 
broke into four com m ittees and began 
to dig.” He added they have learned 
“ that m odernizing the stru ctu res that 
finance and deliver citizen services 
through regions, counties, cities and 
townships would not be easy .” 
G illigan 
sa id , 
“ T he 
p ro c e sse s 
required to change legal, fiscal, or 
adm inistrative arrangem ents to im ­ 
p rove local 
g o v ern m e n t 
se rv ic e 
delivery are com plex and extrem ely 
difficult.” 
He said there are m ore than 3,200 
local units, consisting of townships, 
m unicipalities, villages, townships and 
school districts. 
Before creating the com mission, the 
governor said a prelim inary analysis 
pointed up “ several likely, underlying 
causes for inadequate public services.” 
He listed the causes as overlap in 
authority, “ the longstanding chaotic 
pattern of state adm inistrative service 
a r e a s ,’’ v a ry in g population sizes 
serv ed by sim ila r fu n ctio n s and 
widespread fiscal disparities among 
local governm ent units.

saying things are different this time. 
They point to substantial deficit 
spending the last three years, the 
weakening of the dollar abroad, the $6- 
billion balance-of-payments deficit last 
year and the steady march of inflation 
through recession and boom periods. 
All these, some say, may have 
convinced a majority that they no 
longer can deal with the budget on a 
business-as-usual basis. That basis 
often has resulted in a spending in­ 
crease even though the legislators 
pretended otherwise. 
In 1972, for example, Congress cut 
President Nixon’s appropriations 
requests by $5 billion. But it took other 
actions that actually would have boost­ 
ed spending by more than $9 billion if 
the President had not refused to spend 
all the money voted. 
Congress has made three other 
major attempts since World War II to 
set effective controls on spending, and 
all have failed. 
The new effort is being directed by a 
26-member Joint Study Committee on 
Budget Control set up last October 
when Congress refused to grant Nixon 
a $250-billion spending ceiling for fiscal 
1973. 
The 
panel 
has 
agreed 
unanimously on ll principles which it 
asserts can bring the budget under con­ 
trol. 
Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., a co­ 
chairman, hailed this as a giant first 
step and said he is confident the group 
will be successful in working out details 
in the next two months. 
Under the principles, Congress would 
fix a spending ceiling each year early 
in the session and would establish 
procedures to guarantee the ceiling is 
kept. 
But veteran members of Congress 
and staff experts in the field all do not 
share Ullman’s optimism. 
They say problems will come in 
trying to fill in the details of how the 
general principles will be carried out. 
The key problem, they emphasize, is 
that there are two budgets and it is 
almost impossible to get them to mesh. 
Each January, the president submits 
a spending budget for the year starting 
the next July I. But Congress holds 
hearings on the seconu bu get, which 
sets out how the president wants the 
money spent. 
Much of the spending in any year is 
from appropriations made by past 
Congresses. Conversely, much of what 
Congress approves in a particular year 
will not be spent until later years.

NEW YORK (AP) — While chances 
are great that you will barely notice 
any immediate, perceptible change in 
your life because of the IO per cent de­ 
valuation of the dollar, there are ex­ 
ceptions. 
You may be hurt if: 
—You are dependent upon imported 
products or parts. If you own a German 
or Japanese automobile that needs 
repairs your bill might be higher after 
the dealer’s present parts supply runs 
out and he needs to import more. 
—You travel extensively in nations 
whose currency is now worth more in 
relation to the dollar. If you are on an 
unlimited expense account you may not 
be concerned. But you should be if your 
account is limited to a daily or total fig­ 
ure. 
—You send money back to relatives 
in “the old country.” Or you are an 
American living abroad, perhaps a 
retiree who receives a Social Security 
check from home each month. 
—You work for a company that 
distributes imported products or which 
manufactures a product containing 
imported ingredients. Such a company 
could suffer a competitive dis­ 
advantage, mainly because of higher 
costs. 
You could be helped if: 
—You work for a company that has 
been hurt by foreign competition. In 
theory, at least, your company should 
now feel a change in competition both 
at home and abroad. 
—You are a travel agent whose in­ 
come depends upon a percentage of a 
customers’ total foreign travel costs. 
—You are an employe of a recreation 
or entertainment company, or any 
other business that could prosper from 
an increase in foreign travelers whose 
money is now worth more than before. 
—You hold stock in a corporation 
which looks attractive to foreign in­ 
vestors more willing now to invest in 
the United States, mainly because 
stock prices have been discounted IO 
per cent, but also because some 
companies 
might 
become 
m ore 
competitive. 
—You hold business or property for 
sale — anything from a tiny work of art 
to a manufacturing plant — that now 
could become more attractive to for­ 
eigners with capital seeking to make 
direct investments in the United States. 
—You are an investor in a U.S. 
company whose borrowing costs might 
be reduced because of a return flow of 
dollars. 


Among the signs of a new economic 
world that called for new currency 
alignments: 
—For half a century the United 


States was known as THE producer of 
automobiles. No other nation or group 
of them 
was close. 
If 
anything 
represented American industrial 
dominance it was the car. 
Now there exists an economic entity 
known as the Common Market, made 
up of Germany, 
France, 
Italy, 
Belgium, The Netherlands, Luxem­ 
bourg, Britain, Ireland and Denmark. 
Twenty years ago their combined auto 
output was less than a million. 
In contrast, these same nations 


produced more than IO million units in 
1970. Because Britain and Ireland were 
not members then you may subtract 1.5 
million units and still exceed the U.S. 
total of 6.5 million for that year. 
—In the immediate post World War II 
years it was often said the most needed 
exportable of the United States, other 
than its money, was management 
knowhow.

Senate probe set in motion 


Democratic wiretapping at the 1964 
and 1968 GOP conventions, as was 
proposed, would be wandering 
rather far afield. Hie issue concerns 
evident high-level administration 
involvement in such shenanigans 
during the 1972 campaign, an issue 
which should be kept as clearcut as 
possible. 
It is a disappointment, though, 
that the Senate apparently will not 
seize the chance to probe not only 
Watergate but whatever other in­ 
stances of political espionage last 
year can be brought to light. Both 
parties have a stake, aside from 
their immediate preoccupations, in 
exposing and then blowing the 
whistle on such activities. 


strikes us as a fair statement of the 
nation’s mood. 
There ought to be widespread 
gratification, therefore, at the 
Senate’s move to tackle the matter 
on its own now that the criminal trial 
is over. Though we share this 
feeling, we do regret that the inquiry 
will not go somewhat more broadly 
into the question of political 
espionage. 
Some arguments can be made for 
the wisdom of keeping the focus 
narrow; that is, attempting to deal 
only with Watergate and its im­ 
mediate ramifications. Apparently 
these arguments helped to sway the 
Senate.

Postal relief measure 


The concept of cheap mail service 
as an important means of fostering 
widespread dissemination of ideas is 
as sound now as it was when it was 
first put into practice. The beneficial 
effects of this policy are endangered 
by postal rate increases which 
threaten to weaken or even kill off 
many newspapers and periodicals. 
The plight of such publications 
demands a legislative remedy. 
A remedy is brewing in Congress. 
A bill just introduced in the Senate 
appears soundly designed to soften 
the blow without seriously ham­ 
pering the U. S. Postal Service’s 
efforts to make the mails self- 
sustaining as Congress intends. 
Under this proposal, publications 
would be allowed to spread postal 
cost increases over IO years instead 
of five as originally intended. A 
postal rate at least one-third lower 
than the normally applicable rate is 
authorized for newspapers and 
periodicals ranging up to 250,000 in 
circulation. To compensate the U. S. 
Postal Service for revenue losses 
resulting from this lower rate and 
from extension of the transition 
period, 
the 
bill 
provides 
for 
automatic reimbursement out of 
public funds. 
The broadly bipartisan nature of 
this measure is symbolized by the 
fact that Sen. Barry Coldwater of 
Arizona and Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy of 
Massachusetts have 
joined in 
introducing it.

summed up in the following excerpt 
from a statement by Coldwater at 
the time it was introduced:

W H ET H ER ifs served as an ap­ 
petite-arousing first course, or whether 
it’s hearty enough to appear as a main 
dish, a soup should be knowingly 
spiced.

berries, bay leaf, garlic, celery and 
onion products, black and white pep­ 
per. For chicken soup, consider ginger,

Thyme, saffron and mace are among 
the spices that build up the flavor of 
fish and seafood soups. 
On a cold day, Hot Pot Soup hits the 
spot. The trick is to let a beef shin 
simmer slowly for several hours to 
extract all its brothy goodness. Twenty 
minutes before cooking tim e’s up, add 
an assortment of vegetables to the pot.

2Vie pounds beef shin 
Cold water to cover

MADISON, Wis. (A P ) - “ When a 
woman m arries, she doesn’t have to 
become a “ Mrs. Him ,” said a happily 
married Madison woman who legally 
resumed use of her maiden name. 
Stephanie Twin was Mrs. Richard 
Smuckler for three years before she 
appealed to Dane County Circuit Judge 
Norris Maloney to restore her original 
name. She had the full support of her 
husband. 
She now uses the title “ M s.” because 
she feels that women should not be 
labeled by their m arried status. “ M s.” 
denotes only that the bearer is female. 
“ If people have to use a title, that’s it,” 
she said. “ But I ’m 
not hung up on 
titles. I ’d rather be called Stevie.” 
With assistance from University of 
Wisconsin law student Linda Roberson 
and lawyer Alan Koritzinsky, Ms. Twin 
obtained the legal name change and at 
the same time learned of two Wisconsin 
state attorney general rulings of 1902 
and 1931 which specify that a person 
can use any name as long as there is no 
attempt to defraud. 
Judge Maloney ordered the change 
because he said he had never heard of 
any law requiring a m arried woman to 
take her husband’s name. 
Richard Smuckler not only agreed 
with his w ife’s determ ination to 
resume use of her maiden name, but he 
had encouraged her to make 
the 
change a year ago. 
“ My husband wanted this — he didn’t 
like making me become a little Mrs. 
Richard Sm uckler,” she said, “ and 
he’s happy to have his name back too.” 
“ On principle, I ’m personally op­ 
posed to having a ‘M rs.’ attached to my 
name, just as a woman might be op­ 
posed to a ‘M r.’ being attached to 
hers,” Smuckler said. 
“ My husband and I have the same 
goals in life,” Ms. Twin said. “ We 
share life together as two human 
beings — not as homemaker and 
breadwinner.” 
The couple agreed that the custom of 
a woman assuming her husband’s 
name was a remnant of a bygone era 
when a wife was viewed as part of a 
man’s property. 
“ Your name is symbolic of your own 
identity,” 
Smuckler 
said. 
“ People 
want 
their 
personal 
identity. 
It’s 
something that both men and women 
are going to have to think about. W e’re 
happy with the way we’re living our 
life. W e’re just acting out what we 
believe in.” 


Both are American history graduate 
students 
at 
the

Wisconsin. Smuckler is working on his 
doctorate and his' wife is completing 
her m aster’s degree. 


The university refused to change the 
policy on the use of m arried women’s 
names on school records until it was 
threatened recently with a class action 
law suit, Ms. Twin said. A married 
woman student asked the university to 
change its records from her married 
name to her maiden name. Her request 
was initially denied. The change was 


made after a lawyer said he would file 
a lawsuit. 
Her name change is a legal and 
social symbol of her values and con­ 
victions, Ms. Twin said. For most 
married women, she said , barriers to 
resuming use of their maiden names 
are psychological rather than legal. 
“ It ’s not the ordinary thing to do, but 
I ’d encourage other women to do it. 
You are known by your name for 20 
years and it means something,” she 
said. 
Although she was apprehensive 
about reaction to her name change, Ms. 
Twin said that many people were 
sympathetic. “ I was kind of afraid to 
tell people at first. I thought most 
people would feel I was silly.” 
When she is asked why she switched 
back to her maiden name, she answers 
with a question, “ Why change your 
name in the first place?” 
Some people try to stereotype her as 
a women activist, she said. “ I ’m in the 
movement,” she said. “ I ’ve marched. 
I ’m not masculine or ugly. But, people 
like stereotypes. If you don’t fit the 
stereotype they write you off,” she 
said. 
The couple has decided to hyphenate 
the last name of their children, Twin- 
Smuckler. “ When they come of age 
they can choose either or neither,” 
Ms. Twin said. 
She is specializing in wom en’s 
history and w ill begin work for a 
doctorate in the subject at Rutgers 
University. Her husband w ill complete 
his doctoral dissertation there. 
“ Most of history is men’s history — 
politics and w ars,” Ms. Twin said. 
“ I ’m asking, ‘Where were the women? 
What did they think?’ ” 
Her research has not been com­ 
plicated by a lack of information about 
historical women, 
she 
said. 
“ The 
m aterial is there. The problem is that 
no one asks the questions.”

1. One heart. It is tempting to bid two 
notrump (forcing), but this would 
violate a cardinal principle, namely, 
that the first step in constructive 
bidding is to explore the possibility of a 
major suit fit. 
It is certainly possible for partner to 
have four hearts and find it in­ 
convenient to bid them over two 
notrump, and you might never locate 
the heart fit. Responding with a heart 
does not preclude the possibility of 
winding up in notrump, but responding 
with two notrump may forever lose the 
chance of finding a 4-4 heart fit. 
2. One spade. To respond one spade, 
instead of two, may seem a huge un­ 
derbid, but that is the right response 
opposite a club bid by partner. Had 
partner opened with a diamond instead 
of a club, a jump-shift to two spades 
would be entirely in order. The hand is 
worth much more, for both game and 
slam purposes, when partner bids a 
diamond. 
3. Three notrump. This shows 16 or 17 
points, notrump distribution (nearly 
always 4-3-3-3), and strength in the 
three unbid suits. Three notrump is by 
no means a signoff bid; on the con­ 
trary, it suggests a slam if partner has 
significantly more than a minimum 
opening bid. 


4. Two spades. With a self-sufficient 
suit and a fit in partner’s clubs, it is 
best to alert partner at once to the 
possibility of a slam by jump-shifting 
to two spades — even though there are 
only 15 high-card points. Over an 
opening heart bid you would respond 
only one spade, following the general 
principle of discounting your values 
when a misfit exists and adding to your 
values when a fit is known to exist. 


5. One heart. You have the right 
values for a raise to two clubs — 
showing 6 to 9 points and at least four 
clubs — but it is nevertheless best to 
inaugurate the search for a major suit 
fit. 
You bid hearts, rather than spades, 
in order to achieve the maximum 
chance of finding a 4-4 major fit. If you 
were to respond one spade, you might 
never find the heart fit if it existed. By 
naming hearts first, you leave room for 
partner to locate either major suit fit in 
the one level.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — U.S. Sen. 
Robert Taft Jr., won his “recruiting 
committee” to attract new candidates 
to the Ohio Republican fold for 1974, but 
the victory may be hollow. 
The committee may never meet. 
On the surface, Sen. Taft appeared to 
win his fight with the Ohio GOP 
organization. He feared former Gov. 
James A. Rhodes, who has his own 
slate for 1975, still controlled the state 
committee. 
But, it looked less like a power 
collision and more like public relations 
after the fact. 
During a news conference, John S. 
Andrews, GOP state chairman, said he 
didn’t know when the 
11-member 
com m ittee would m eet. 
Another 
committee member may have put it 
into perspective later the same day: 
“It will never meet, and it will never 
make a recommendation,” he told a 
colleague. 
Primary aim of the committee’s 
formation, it appeared, was to stop 
Taft-Rhodes feuding, a bitter hangover 
from their 1970 primary fight which 
Taft won. 
Both Taft and Andrews, at separate 
news conferences, said they doubted 
the new committee would make en­ 
dorsements. 
The idea, 
it 
appeared, 
was 
to 
publicize new names and new faces 
who could possibly be candidates. 
Other than that, it is nothing,” said 
one member of the State Central 
Committee. “The man with the grass 
roots strength will still call the shots.” 
Rhodes believes he’s that man. But, 
so does Taft, State Sen. Donald E. 
“Buz” Lukens and others.

Other Marcus com­ 
missions — past or planned — will total 
about $58,000.

Shrimp Gives Him a Migraine 


My husband insists that whenever he 
eats shrimp with an iodine taste he 
develops a terrible migraine. 
Of course, we have stopped buying 
the shrimp, but can other fish do the 
same thing? 
Mrs. S.J.A., N.Y. 
Dear Mrs. A.: 
Migraine headaches are one of the 
most distressing and confusing com­ 
plaints brought to the attention of the 
doctor. A great many misconceptions 
exist about m igraine headaches, 
mostly because their description is 
often so vague and inconclusive. 
Vascular headaches and “cluster” 
headaches 
are 
often 
used 
in­ 
terchangeably with migraine because 
so many of the symptoms resemble 


each other. It is astonishing how often 
people 
burdened with 
m igraine 
recognize some of the factors that 
trigger its onset. 
There is no doubt that some foods and 
some types of alcohol may set off a 
m igraine headache. A substance, 
tyramine, 
is found in 
high 
con­ 
centration in some cheeses, in chicken 
livers, and in herring. It is well known 
that tyramine may be a responsible 
factor. 
It is highly possible, therefore, that 
foods like shrimp may contain a sub­ 
stance that your husband is sensitive 
to. It is fortunate to be able to find an 
offender so that it can be avoided. Not 
everyone can pinpoint the basic 
problem as your husband has.
